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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Denmark.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Copenhagen (Mr. L. C. Liddell, M.V.O.) on the 
trade of Denmark in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

Generally speaking, the rate of agent's commission is about the 
same as in other continental countries andin England. The rate of 
commission may, however, be slightly higher in Denmark owing 
to the fact that the country is a small one, and that, therefore, only 
limited quantities of goods can be placed. Usually so much per 
cent. on cash receipts is paid, but, if the agent is to be responsible 
for accounts, he generally receives 1 to 2 per cent. extra remunera- 
tion. Firms offering a percentage only usually find great difficulty 
in introducing their goods into the Danish market. Many agents 
claim an extra commission for introducing a new brand of goods, 
or a fixed salary per month for a certain period. Expenses for 
telegrams and postage are always refunded to the agent, and in 
many cases travelling expenses are granted. The manufacturer 
should send an ample supply of samples, paying the import duty 
and cost of transport, and also the cost of advertising the goods in 
the local papers, &c. It is also highly desirable that the manu- 
facturer should register his trade mark without loss of time. 

Bankers’ references are seldom if ever given by agents and are 
of no practical value, as the banking account of an ordinary agent 
(if he has one) is usually small, and would throw no light on 
his financial position. There are, however, reliable information 
offices in Copenhagen. 

There is no difference in the local fees or payments levied by the 
State or municipal authorities, whether the agency is held by a 
native or by a foreigner. It may, however, be mentioned that a 
local agent representing foreign firms must hold a wholesaler’s or 
retailer’s licence, and must be of age, 1.e., 25 years old. 

An agent in Denmark cannot be said to be in the employ of the 
firm that he represents, even if he is in receipt of a fixed salary. 
He will, however, always be responsible to the firm if he wrongly 
disposes of the firm’s money or goods, in accordance with the 
ordinary civil code. It is advisable that a firm should have a 
contract with their agent if he is to collect money or keep goods 
on consignment. 

The Danish importer, as a rule, requires three months’ credit 
without security, since he has to give this length of credit to his 
customers. If the risk is to be increased, the agent may be 
required to give security on his own responsibility, in which case 
he receives an extra commission of from 2 to 3 per.cent, Mort- 
gages on fixed properties, life insurance. policies, &c., may also be 
given as security if an increased credit is demanded. Cash against 
bill of lading is sometimes given, especially in the case of perish- 
able goods, but in such cases the importer generally claims to in- 
spect the goods first. When large shipments or whole cargoes are 
sold, e.g., of coal, corn, feeding-stuffs, coffee, sugar, or rice, the 
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importer usually makes an arrangement with a bank, which 
receives the bills of lading against acceptance or cash. 

The local procedure to recover a debt is to give the matter into 
the hands of a respectable solicitor, whose collection fee is gene- 
rally about 10 per cent., and, in the case of litigation, an additional 
5 per cent. The Court fees, which are very low in Denmark, are 
usually paid by the two parties. The Court sometimes awards 
payment of costs, but these costs are only the Court fees, and as a 
rule the solicitor’s fees are not awarded. Actions for the recovery 
of debt are always decided promptly by the Court. By the Danish 
Legislation Reform Act of 1906 the English Court procedure has 
been taken as a pattern. A law was passed on 6th April, 1906, by 
which, in case of failure of the buyer to meet engagements, the seller 
can claim 6 per cent. interest from the date the payment was to be 
made. If no date for payment has been stipulated, the purchaser has 
to pay this 6 per cent. interest from the date delivery was made, or, 
in case of delay in delivery, if the fault. is that of the purchaser, 
from the date the delay occurred. In the case of other commercial 
transactions, whether a certain time for payment has been stipu- 
lated or not, 5 per cent. can be claimed by the seller from the 
date payment ought to have been made. When the buyer 
receives a bill from the seller at the time the purchase money 
is due, this interest accrues without any further advice or notice 
being necessary. 

Galveston.— The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Galveston (Mr. H. Nugent) on the trade of that district 
in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

The commercial situation in 1908 in the Consular district of 
Galveston, and especially the State of Texas, was, on the whole, 
favourable. The State of Texas and the territory of New Mexico, 
which together compose the Consular district, being chiefly con- 
cerned with agricultural and mining interests, were not so much 
affected by the financial stringency of 1907 as some other parts of 
the country. Moreover, whatever slight commercial embarrassment 
may have been experienced was more than counterbalanced by the 
effects of abundant cotton and graincrops, Thus, while the export 
trade of the United States, as a whole, was some 34,000,000J. less 
in 1908 than in the preceding year, the value of the export 
trade of Galveston, viz., 42,116,000/., was greater than in any 
preceding year. Galveston is almost entirely an exporting port, 
and is the natural outlet for the surplus agricultural production 
of Texas, Oklahoma, New Mexico, Kansas, Colorado, &c. As an 
importing port it is of comparative insignificance, and probably 
will continue to be so until the country served by it becomes «more 
thickly populated, and a greater demand for foreign commodities 
causés a readjustment of the present railway rates, shipping 
routes, &e. | 
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The value of the direct foreign imports into Galveston amounted 
in 1908 to very little more than one-fiftieth of the value of the 
exports; in common with nearly every other port in the 
United States the imports at Galveston in 1908 show a marked 
decrease in value as compared with 1907, being 866,211/. as against 
1,586,696/. in the latter year. 

In most of the articles imported from the United Kingdom a 
decrease is shown in 1908 as compared with 1907. Upon most of 
the direct imports from the United Kingdom comment is almost 
useless: the amounts are so small, comparatively speaking, and the 
trade so uncertain, that it seems almost hopeless to make sugges- 
tions. Very few enquiries for manufactures, &., to be imported 
direct from the United Kingdom are received at the Consulate, and, 
so far as the Consul knows, no travellers on behalf of British houses 
ever visit Galveston. It does not. apparently, pay to import directly 
into Galveston under present conditions. A dealer can go to New 
York, select what he wishes both in quantity and price from the 
stock of a large importing house there, and have it delivered in 
Galveston by a coastwise steamer at probably no greater cost than 
if it were imported direct. 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1909.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for May, 1909, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1908, show increases in the values 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom and of the Exports of 
Foreign and Colonial Merchandise, but a decrease in the value of the 
Exports of British Produce and Manufactures. 

The value of the Imports in May was 44,851,086/., an increase 
of 592,7711., or 1°34 per cent., as compared with May, 1908, 
whilst the total Exports amounted to 36,776,994l., a decrease of 
721,5371. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the United 
Kingdom show a decrease of 1,541,151/., or 4°96 per cent., as com- 
pared with May, 1908, whilst there is an increase of 819,594, 
or 12°7 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchan- 
dise.

V.—SHIPPING IN MAY. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
May, 1909, amounted to 3,063,988 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,919,689 tons, as against 3,151,962 tons entered, and 
5,027,471 tons cleared during May, 1908. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during May, 
1909, amounted to 2,617,645 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,562,170 tons, as against 2,607,765 tons entered, and 2,593,024 
tons cleared in May, 1908. 


VI—FIVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MAY). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries. and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the five months ended May, 1909, amounted to 
15,012,842 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 22,635,414 tons, as 
against 15,507,336 tons entered and 22,711,056 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1908. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the five months 
ended May, 1909, amounted to 12,718,451 tons, and _ the 
tonnage cleared to 12,477,705 tons, as against 12,537,822 tons 
entered and 12,349,019 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1908. 





REFRIGERATING PLANT WORKED BY ELECTRICITY 
AT PHILADELPHIA. 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Philadelphia (Mr. W. Powell), on the trade of that district in 1908, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

A refrigerating plant, worked by electricity, has recently been 
established in Philadelphia, and although it can hardly claim to be 
w pioneer establishment, it is an installation representing the most 
recent progress in the direction of cooling without ice. The 
apparatus occupies two stories in the building where it is installed. 
On the ground floor there is situated one large. cooling room, on 
the second floor ‘there are three separate rooms used as freezers. 
‘The pickling room is situated in the rear of the second floor; a 
portion of this room is partitioned off for the brine tank, which is 
situated here as in the most available space. 

The machinery installed includes two 25-ton refrigerating 
machines, each driven by a 50 horse-power electric motor, chain 
geared ; one triplex plunger brine pump, driven by a 5 horse-power 
electria motor; one deep weel pump or condenser for condenser 
water, worked by a 3? horse-power electric motor. 
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Refrigerating Plant worked by electricity in Philudelphia. 

The system employs a brine circulation exclusively, all the ex- 
pansion coils being placed in the brine tank. This contains over 
0,000 gallons of brine, which is cooled to a temperature of 
o-8 deg. Fahr.; there is also a 6 horse-power electric motor for 
the lift. 

The object in putting in two refrigerating machines was to per- 
mit one machine to rest during heavy duty in summer, and also to 
allow for the growth of the business. The two machines have 
never yet been needed at the same time, six hours’ operation in 24 
hours for one machine in ordinary warm weather having been : 
found ample. In winter weather, one hour’s operation of one 
machine and about 1} hours’ operation of the brine pump is all 
that is required to produce the desired temperature. 

The cooler usually holds about 20,000 lbs. of meat, and is main- 
tained at a temperature of 35deg. Fahr. This room is well 
insulated with three layers of cork laid in asphalt pitch. There 
are three doorways, and the interior is lighted with incandescent 
electric lamps. In the shop the wall-cases and the counter-cases 
are also cooled by the brine pipe, which is placed above in the 
wall-cases and at the bottom of the counter-cases. ‘These cases are 7 
made of glass, and being thus cooled permit the display of choice 
cuts of meat without fear of deterioration. 

The freezer room is divided into three sections, which can be 
used independently of one another, in order to get better results, 
and to allow of considerable differeices in temperature, as at 
certain seasons it is necessary to take care of various descriptions 
of food, some of which require a very low temperature. A tem- 
perature can be maintained as low as zero Fahr. in any one of the 
rooms if necessary, but a temperature of 15 deg. is found as a rule 
to be sufficient. The pickling room is found to be cold enough at ’ 
35 deg. Fahr., but on account of the presence of the brine tank in 
it the temperature is usually 30 deg. Fahr., with scarcely any 
circulation in the coils. 

It is difficult to compare the cost of working this equipment and 
the cost of ice as used in the older plants. With ice, the freezing 
rooms would not be possible, and the low temperature of the 
other parts of the plant could not be maintained with the same 
regularity. Outside storage charges would be incurred. Calcula- 
tions indicate that not less than 150 tons of ice per month would 
have been necessary, and at the prevailing prices this would have 
cost 375 dols. (about 78l.). The average bill for electric power 
has proved to be about 190 dols. (about 39/. 10s.). 
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PETROLEUM INDUSTRY OF MEXICO. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul 
at Vera Cruz (Mr. L. J. Nunn) on the trade of that district in 
1908, which will shortly be issued :—- 

Judging from the way in which Mexico from one end to the 
other is being explored for indications of oil-bearing deposits, and 
from the discoveries that have been made, it would appear as if 
the country is destined to become an important producer of refined 
petroleum. 

Oil-producing lands have been discovered in the State of Vera 
Cruz, near the Isthmus of ‘lehuantepec, and the flow of oil in the 
wells has been of such quantity and quality that a well-known 
British company have erected a large refining plant at Minatitlan, 
built on the most modern lines, and, as regards capacity, by far 
the largest in the Republic. This plant is now in partial opera- 
tion. A certain part of the production is to be fuel oil, and as 
the same company also work the Tehuantepec National Railway 
jointly with the Mexican Government, the latter’s engines will be 
supplied with this fuel oil. Large storage tanks have been erected 
at Vera Cruz and other places to supply the several railways in 
this part of the country. When this plant is in operation it 
is expected that the Mexican market for foreign petroleum will 
disappear. 

‘Great activity continues in prospecting for and developing oil 
lands, and a 1iumber of foreign syndicates are said to have obtained 
options on extensive tracts of land in the States of Tamaulipas, 
Vera Cruz and Chiapas. A large number of deals have recently 
been closed, and the necessary drilling plants have been brought 
from abroad. ‘Test borings are being made in every direction, and 
reports of new wells are of frequent occurrence. 

The Huasteca Petroleum Company have been granted a very 
favourable concession for the exploitation of oil lands in the north- 
eastern part of the State of Vera Cruz. Machinery, tankage and 
supplies for this venture may be imported free of duty and are 
also exempt from Federal taxation for a term of years. The 
company have a capital equivalent to 100,000/. and are organised 
under the laws of Mexico. Arrangements are under way for the 
construction of a pipe line to the city of Mexico. 

One of the most remarkable oil wells ever known probably is 
that at Dos Bocas in the northern part of the State of Vera Cruz. 
The well has been remarkable, not only on account of the fierce 
conflagration which consumed several million barrels of oil (see 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th May, p. 282), but also on 
account of the tremendous force of the flow and the enormous 
output. Since the extinguishing of the fire the paramount pro- 
blem has been to control the flow and save the oil. Immense 
earthen reservoirs and dikes have been built, but the oil has over- 
flowed these and spread over the lagoons for a distance of several 
miles. In addition to this discouraging predicament, men and 
animals have succumbed to the effects of the noxious gases which 
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Petroleum Industry of Mexico. 





are constantly being thrown off by the well in great quantities. 
The company owning the well have worked incessantly and 
persistently, and now have it under control. 

One of the effects of this development in the oil districts of 
Mexico has been that petroleum has come into use as a substitute 
for coal as fuel. Formerly the Mexican railways consumed 
from 120,000 to 140,000 tons of patent fuel drawn from Cardiff 
and district, but during the latter half of 1908 they con- 
verted 50 per cent, of their engines to oil-burners, and so satis- 
factory and economical has the result been that it is only a 
matter of the erection of the necessary storage tanks for the use of 
coal as fuel to be given up altogether. Many industrial enterprises 
which were formerly coal consumers have changed, and still others 
are now changing, their boilers in order to use oil. This has affected 
the importation of coal and patent fuel from the United Kingdom 
and elsewhere to the extent of causing a decrease in imports 
of about 40 per cent. during 1908. 





PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


TRANSVAAL. 


The “ Transvaal Government Gazette Extraordinary” of 4th May 
last contains the text of a Bill providing for the 
regulation of the importation of bees, honey 
(including both honey in combs and extracted 
honey) and beeswax into the Transvaal. 

It is proposed that no person shall import, or 
cause to be imported, into the Colony 

(a) bees from any place whatever, without special permission 
of the Department of Agriculture, 

(4) honey or beeswax from any place outside South Africa, 

(c) used beehives or used beehive accessories or appliances or 
anything which has been used to contain or manipulate 
bees or beeswax from any place outside South Africa. 

The Governor may allow, by Proclamation, the importation of 
bees from any colony or territory in South Africa if reciprocal 
legislation exists therein prohibiting the importation of bees, 
except under special permission.

(1) shall have a dividing mark between each handkerchief in the 
length of the piece and shall be folded in the first instance at this 
division. 

(2) such pieces shall not have the folds stitched together at the 
selvage, and 

(3) to the face of the piece as finally folded there shall be 
attached a ticket showing in plain figures the length and breadth of 
each handkerchief and the number of handkerchiefs in each piece.

At the end of Paragraph 2 (a) it is proposed to add a clause 
authorizing the Customs Department to grant free entry to sculp- 
tures that are proved to be of artistic value. Paragraph 9 is to 
contain definite rules by which tonnage and lighthouse dues on 
entry will be leviable on new casks and boxes used for packing fish, 
even though they be not discharged. With the exception mentioned, 
tonnage and lighthouse dues will not be claimed in respect of 
goods thattare loaded direct from one vessel into another ; and these 
dues are not to be leviable on chalk and limestone, on entry.

Tariff of Import Duties. 


Note 3 under ‘Cotton and Cotton Goods” is to apply to 
bobbinet and tulle (i.e., if they are sewn, or otherwise worked, 
they are to be dutiable as wearing appare)). 

Cocoa butter, which is now liable to a duty of 4 dre per 
kilogram as grease (Tariff No. 147) is to be placed under cocoa 
(Tariff No. 83), the duty on which is 15 ére per kilogram. 

Carob bean (Johannesbréd) is to be included in the list of cattle 
foods (Tariff No. 154) on which no duty is payable; a mixture of 
bran and molasses is withdrawn from the “ free ” list. 

The duty of 30 dre per kilogram which is levied on rubber 
rings (“gummiringe”) (Tariff No. 218) is to be limited to rubber 
cycle and carriage wheel tyres, machine packing and the like. 

With the exception of porcelain or earthenware tiles, all kinds 
of tiles made of earth or clay not specially mentioned in the Tariff, 
are to pay import duty at the rate of 1 Gre per kilogram ; the 
special rates for tiles mentioned under Tariff Nos. 265, 271 and 
272 are thus to be cancelled. 

Aloe hemp is to be included under the heading “ Flax, Hemp, Xc.” ; 
press cloth made of jute is to be free of duty. 

The duty on machine or transmission belting and laced belts (‘Tariff 
No. 394) is to be altered from 30 dre per kilogram to 8 per cent. 
ad valorem ; the belting factories will, however, continue to enjoy 
their present immunity in regard to import duty on materials used 
in the manufacture of machine belting. 

A Note is to be added to Tariff No. 407 whereby whaling guns 
are made liable to duty as machines. 

The Note under “ Tools and Implements” (Tariff No. 413) is to 
be altered so as to allow the Customs Department to grant freedom 
from duty on materials used for manufacturing tools. 

All kinds of iron and steel springs are to be included under a 
separate heading in which ‘‘saxefjaere”’ (horseshoe springs?) for 
carriages and carts are made liable to a duty of 10 dre per kilo- 
gram, while all other springs are either exempt from duty or liable 
to a duty of 15 dre per kilogram, according to whether they weigh 
more or less than one kilogram. 

Open or soldered pipes are to be added to Tariff No. 435, thereby 
making them liable to an import duty of 50 dre per 100 kilograms. 

Tariff No. 436, under which a duty of 10 Gre per kilogram is 
charged, is to include tackle hooks, sheet cringles (skj6dehlaver), 
thumb-cleats, yard arm irons (nokkeklaver), yard arm rings 
(nokkeringe), rope tighteners (fougstrammere), wire tighteners 
(virestrammere) and crutches, which are now dutiable as “iron 
wares not specially mentioned.” Under the same Tariff number 
are included pulleys, clip hooks, thimbles (rope and sail) and pegs, 
which are taken out of ‘Tariff No. 438. 

Under “ Metals II. G. 8 ”—copper and copper alloys ; aluminium, 
nickel—(Tariff Nos. 484/5*) are included bolts, door latches

(snepperter), door handles (forvridere), hasps, door chains, and 
similar appliances for fastening and closing doors, also handles, 
name plates and scutcheons. A separate tariff heading is to be 
raised, fixing a duty of 75 ére per kilogram on manufactures of 
aluminium, German silver and bronze, which are polished, bronzed, 
oxydised, patinated, lacquered, varnished or the like. 

The duty on cotton-seed oil and mazze oil (Tariff No. 501) is to be 
reduced from 6 to 4 ére per kilogram. 

The following changes are to be made in the duty on paper :— 
end-paper and cover pauper are to be mentioned under Tariff 
No. 516 with a duty of 25 Gre per kilogram; all kinds of 
articles of clothing made of paper are to be included in Tariff No. 
517, with a duty of 50 dre per kilogram; picture postcards without 
colour printing are to form a new heading and to pay a duty of 
1 krone per kilogram. 

Artificial leather made of pasteboard is to be dutiable as artificial 
leather at 30 Gre per kilogram (Tariff No. 593), and canvas shoes 
with hemp soles are to be included under Tariff No. 607 (30 Gre per 
kilogram). 

A tare of 6 per cent. is proposed for cement; the duty « on slabs 

and pipes of cement (Tariff No. 625) is to be reduced from 75 dre to 
50 dre per 100 kilograms, and on castings and moulds of cement 
(Tariff No. 626) from 1 krone to 60 dre per 100 kilograms. 

It is proposed that the Customs Department should be authorised 
to grant a reduction of import duty on heavier sione work that is 
but little worked, to 2 dre per kilogram. 

A tare of 10 per cent. is proposed for sugar in bowes, and the 
tare for twine is reduced to 40 per cent. Cotton rags (Bomulds- 
lump) are to be free of duty, like cellulose. Woollen handkerchiefs 
are to be liable to higher duty as wearing apparel, according to 
the finish.

The regulations, which cancel those of 13th January last, provide, 
inter alia, that all explosives imported into the Colony, except 
such as are consigned to the Imperial or Colonial Governments, 
and except ammunition for firearms, shall be landed at the 
Magazine Wharf as heretofore, and deposited at the magazines or 
public store houses appointed for the storage, warehousing, or 
temporary deposit of such explosives. 

No ship containing explosives shall bring to or moor, except at 
such part of the place of importation as may be directed by the 
Harbour Master, and no explosives may be unloaded, landed, or 
transhipped from any ship or boat, except with the permission of 
the Collector of Customs and in the presence of an Officer of 
Customs. 

All explosives landed from any ship arriving in the Colony shall 
forthwith be conveyed by the landing contractor, agent or consignee 
of the importing ship to the appointed magazine or public store- 
house, and stored therein in such manner as the Collector of 
Customs shall direct. 

Explosives may not be withdrawn from any magazine or public 
store-house without the written authority of the Governor, and all 
applications for withdrawal must be made through the Collector of 


Customs.

The same line must have carried out of the port for 
Philadelphia and New York at least 300,000 tons, consisting 
mainly of sugar from the Hawaiian Islands. Large quantities of 
Alaskan tinned salmon, Californian tinned fruit and some wine 
were also carried; only small quantities of the salmon and fruit 
were destined for the United Kingdom. The latter part of last 
year saw the commencement of quite a heavy movement of coffee 
over the Tehuantepec route from the State of Chiapas and from 
Central America: The bulk of the coffee freight is carried out of 
Puerto Mexico by the Hamburg-American Line. The railway 
company act as agents for all lines touching Puerto Mexico, and 
the rule is to give freights to the first available steamer, when it is 
not earmarked for a certain line. As a matter of fact, most of it 
comes to Puerto Mexico already consigned to the Hamburg- 
American Line; this is due, in all probability, to the activity of 
their agents among the coffee planters in Chiapas and Central 
America, and also to the facts that the bulk of the coffee planta- 
tions are owned or managed by Germans and the bulk of the 
coffee is destined for German ports, principally Hamburg. 
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CHINA. 


The following information is from the report of the British 
Consular Agent at ‘l'singtau (Mr. R. H. Eckford) on the trade of 
that district in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


The Indo-China Steam Navigation Company carried on a regular 
service between T'singtau and Shanghai during 
1908, and the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company inaugurated a regular 
monthly service, the steamers calling at Tsing- 
tau en route from Japan to Shanghai, and 
proceeding thence vid the usual ports to London; this afforded 
merchants the immense advantage of getting their goods forwarded 
to European ports without transhipment, thus saving much expense 
and the damage consequent on the transference of merchandise 
from one steamer to another.

Fears were beginning to be entertained on account of the drought 
and great heat early in May, but cool weather set in towards the 
end of the month and on the 24th, 25th and 26th, good rains fell 
throughout the district. 

The Vice-Consul adds that there are large stocks of wheat and 
barley in the governments of Kherson. 


ROU MANIA, 
H.M. Consul at Bucharest (Mr. O. Wardrop) states that reports ~ 
published on 2nd June from fourteen Roumanian 
provinces agree in describing the condition of the 
crops as good up to that time, but rain was still 
needed nearly everywhere. Such private information as was avail- 
able was of a more cheerful nature since the recent rains, and a 
correspondent in the Dobrogea had written to the Consul that even 
there the outlook was favourable and a medium crop was to be 
looked for as things were, unless damage were done by the dreaded 
warm west winds.

engaged in the fishery, and the number of seals caught was 

269,307, or 53,444 in excess of that last year; the total value 
this season is estimated at 515,000 dollars. 





DENMARK. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Copenhagen (Mr. L. C. Liddell, M.V.O.) on the trade of Denmark 
in 1908, which will shortly he issued :— 

Denmark no longer imports her supplies of cement from the United 
Kingdom, but exports that article abroad in con- 
Cement Industry. siderable quantities. The raw materials for the 
manufacture of cément are found plentifully 
along the shores of the Limfjord and the Mariagerfjord ; they are 
said to be of excellent quality and easily obtainable. 

Two cement factories were started in Denmark during 1908,. 
namely, “‘ Kongsdal” on the Mariagerfjord, and the Kast Asiatic 
Company’s factory on the Limfjord. The output of the latter, 
which amounts to 68,000 tons, is intended for Asia and South 
Africa. 

The lowest quotation for Danish cement is 4 kr. 45 dre (48. 105d.) 
per 2/2 sacks (170 kilogs.) net, c.i.f. port of destination, less 2 per 
cent. discount for cash, and 64d. refund on 2/2 empty sacks. Thus 
the net price is 3 kr. 86 Gre (or 4d. 3d.) per 170 kilogs.

The ‘“‘Gaceta de Madrid” of 8th May publishes a decree, dated 
Stamp La 29th April, approving the regulations relative 


Re iidiiden to the application of the Stamp Law of Ist 
January, 1906. These regulations provide for 
the imposition of taxes on private and joint stock commercial and 
industrial companies, and there are special clauses affecting foreign 
companies, such as railway conceggionaires and banking and in- 
surance companies, operating in Spain. Stipulations are also made 
relative to the stamping of registered trade and industrial marks.

ITALY. 


H. M. Consul at Milan (Mr. J. H. Towsey) reports that the sixth 
International Cotton Congress, held at Milan 
on 17th-19th May, was attended by the repre- 
sentatives of fifteen countries, as follows: 
Austria, 8; Belgium, 15; France, 44; Germany, 30; United 
Kingdom, 52; Holland, 8; Italy, 148 ; Japan, 1; Norway, 1; 
Portugal, 6; Russia, 1; Spain, 4; Sweden, 2 ; Switzerland, A ; 
United States, 1. The following subjects were dealt with at the 
Congress and sectional meetings, viz.: Regulation of cotton supply 
and prices by means of a reserve stock ; mutual fire insurance ; 
organisation ; cotton contracts ; conditioning of raw cotton ; bills 
of lading; short time working. 

According to the “Sole,” resolutions were passed recommend- 
ing :—the adoption of short time; an international form of con- 
tract ; a court of arbitration for settling possible disputes between 
buyers and sellers; the ascertaining of the moisture of cotton by 
‘“‘methodical means”; net weight sales; the institution of mutual 
fire insurance similar to that in England and in the United States, 
and international re-insurance; a uniform bill of lading; the 
. appointment of a committee in connection with the scheme for 
creating a reserve stock.

that the full cotton crop and the fine quality 
of the cottonseed this season have permitted an exceptionally large 
production of cottonseed oil and meal in the United States, while the 
demand for these commodities tended to be increased owing to the 
' scarcity of some substitutes for them, such as olive oil and animal 
fats in the case of the oil, and animal foodstuffs in the case of the 
meal. The price of cottonseed oil, however, has not been very 
high, owing to the large supplies of East Indian and African seed 
and nut oils, and to the general business depression in America 
and Europe. ‘The quantity of cottonseed oil exported from the 
United States during the present season has so far been slightly 
over 800,000 barrels. 





MEXICO. 


H.M. Legation in Mexico report the publication in the Official 
Journal of 3rd May of a contract between the 
Ministry of Finance and Mr. Martin G. Ribon, 
representing various banking houses in New 
York and Berlin, for the establishment in 
Mexico City of a company to be known as the “ Financial Company 
for the Advancement of Irrigation” (Sociedad Financiera paa el 
Fomento de Ja Irrigacion). 

The capital of the company, according to the contract is 
to be not less than 500,000 dollars (about 50,000/.), and the 
object of the institution is stated to be the development of agri- 
culture by means of irrigation, either by advancing funds to 
enterpriseg of this description on favourable terms, or by assisting

This is the report of the Railway Conference which was con- 
stituted in February, 1905, without any rigid terms of reference, 
but with the object of reviewing some of the more important 
questions that from time to time have been raised between the 
railway companies on the one hand and traders and the general 
public on the other. It has held 18 meetings, at which have been 
discussed, amongst other things, questions connected with the 
acquisition and holding of land by railway companies, increase of 
railway rates, “‘ owner's risk” conditions, the machinery for the 
settlement of disputes between railway companies and traders, 
and the desirability of the formation of an Advisory Committee on 
railway matters. : 

Questions arising in connection with railway working agree- 
ments and amalgamations were referred to a Committee, consisting 
partly of members of the Conference and partly of others repre- 
senting important interests affected or likely to be affected. 
Three other committees, two of which were similarly formed, were 
appointed to consider and report to the Conference upon various 
special points, mainly in connection with railway charges and 
facilities, including the Carriers’ Act, dangerous goods, private 
sidings, private owners’ waggons, detention of trucks, &c. 

The reports of these Committees were duly communicated to the 
Conference, and those recommendations which received general 
approval are embodied in the Report.

In one the facts bearing 
on the condition of the people have been grouped; in the other a 
general view is presented of the scientific work carried on under the 
Government. Statistics of minor importance have been eliminated 
throughout, and references are given under each head to corre- 
sponding tables in the Statistical Abstract for British India. A 
bibliography of Indian official reports has been added.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the confidential use of their members, but not for 
publication, information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British 
trade) to which it has appeared desirable in the interests of 
British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and in order to attain more fully the 
‘ purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, H.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. Other 
British firms desiring to have their names entered on this Register 
should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
a form of application, copies of which may be obtained at the 
offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
* Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who are desirous of receiving such confidential informa- 
tion should first be in possession of all the official information 
relating to their particular trade which is published in that 
Journal. The annual subscription to the Journal, including 
postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience.
